Police Plan Set. 
For Camp Period 


An all over plan for enforce- 
ment procedure for Graylng and 
the area during the "National 
Guard encampment at Camp 
Grayling has been announced by 
County  Prosecuter Robert F.

complications in these pperatene: 
they attempted using it in 


-patients, 


For coniparative purposes, they 
used outside bone in operations on 
104 patients under three different 
methods. Twenty-four of these 
operations were by direct transfer 
from the donor to the patient; in 
87 cases, the bone was kept under 
refrigeration at plus 2 to plus 5& 
degrees centigrade; and in 43 of 
the operations, the bone had: been 
stored in a deep freezer. There 
were only four soraplications in all 
104 cases, 

The surgeons pointed out that 
the possibility of having a large 
supply of frozen bone available 
might be an important aid in many 
operations. Conditions in which 
large quantities of bone are neces- 
sary include correction of abnormal 
curvature of the backbone, disor- 
ders in the lower part of the back, 
the filling of large bone cysts, and 
the replacement of defects in bone. 
The grafted bone furnishes a 
framework for the formation of 
new bone by substitution and by 
furnishing the necessary calcium.
